asrvloe* the LCF'.triTKa, hoatver, proved what we have known all along* 
OASTO!fE-Jt is a sosiwrwhst pompous fraud, who will exaggerate a report if it 
will help build himself up in our eyes. Since we had received indication* 
from the other CAST03E8 that CASTdO-Ji is not always candid with us, we asked 
\ — — ?to include several questions about the veracity of 

CA3TCKS-V* reporting, with the hope that if we could not force an admission 
that he waa exaggerating, we could at least throw a scare into bin. He 
reacted exactly as expected, explaining with a shocked expression and an out- 
raged tana that honesty ia the cornerstone of hia existence and that it la 
norally impossible far bin to exaggerate a report* We have informed hia that 
ha showed up badly on the accuracy of reporting questions, and sine e he has 
not aada any admissions we bare left the whole thing unresolved in hia mind 
so that he will take next year’s LCFIOTTEH into consideration before he 
attempts to exaggerate again.

This development also, of coarse, 
teagwrarlly blocks our plans to make CASTOftE-Ii a full-time investigator and 
thke hie off the surveillance team, since a good portion of hia investigative 
sources are no longer available. The situation has already begun to ease, 
however, and we hope that in the near future, CA' TtjTfV— it will again have per- 
aonal access to Munich Police files. 
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
